The Coroner’s inquest over Morris Smith 
and John Donohue, the men killed in the ac- 
cident, was begun by Deputy Coroner Coffey 
at the county morgue at 3 p. m. yesterday. 
Coroner McHale ordered it postponed until 
Wednesday morning at 10 o’clock. He said 
there were no witnesses to be found except 
those furnished by the West Chicago railway 
company, and he did not care to have the jury 
decide on such evidence as he had reason to 
believe would be introduced. 

Only three witnesses were examined. The 
relatives of Morris Smith and John Donohue 
testified to the identity of the men and an- 
swered the usual questions concerning the 
family history. Then Coroner McHale said 
he would excuse the jury fora week in or- 
der to give the police time to find a few wit- 
nesses,”’ 

This action was a surprise to the officials of 
the company, who were present with two 
dozen witnesses, while the State could pro- 
duce but one eye-witness of the accident. 
This man, whcse name was not made known 
and who was not sworn, said he was on tha 
car where the men were killed and helped 
take the wounded outside, but he told such a 
rambling, disconnected, and conflicting story 
that Mr. McHale said he was of the opinion 
that some agent of the company had seen 
him first.“ 

What Coroner McHale Says. 


“These street car company officials are 
pretty smooth,” said Mi. McHale. “They 
have kept all the particulars from the police 
as well as the public, and have corralled all 
the witnesses they can find, but now I intend 
to gee What can be done toward the 
facts in the case. At present nothing is known 
except what they please to say, and that isn’t

Attorney Edward 
Furthmann, counsel for the street railway 
people, was on hand with a host of witnesses, 
who were carefully kept apart from the 
crowd, When the Coroner decided to post- 
pone the case Mr. Furthmann took his wit- 
nesses outside the building, where he placed 
them in charge of a trusted employé of the 
company, and said: 

Don't let these men out of your sight and 
don’t let anybody talk to them.“ 

Mr. Furthman then returned to the Coro. 
ner’s office, where he told’ Mr. McHale 
and a reporter for Tue $Tripvuxs 
his story of how the wreck occurred. He 
explained that it was a new grip which broke 
at the shank and that the break was clean and 


fresh. Then he told of the efforts of the grip- 


man and conductor to stop the train, and con- 
cluded : 

„My witnesses tell me that Smith, one of 
the men killed, attempted to run in front of 
the runaway train and when part way across 
the track turned back ir time to get caught 
between the wall and tho grip.“ 

The point where the evidence is most con- 
flicting is as to how the grip broke. The report 
common among conductors and gripmen yes- 
terday was that the shoe, which is 
marked “C” in the cut, became 
loose and fell out, making the grip useless. 
Others say the set-screw A broke. The of- 
ficials. claim a new and flawless piece of steel, 
four inches wide and three-fourths of an inch 
thick, marked B, broke in the middle. 

Why Did the Brakes Fail? 


The other arid greater mystery is why the 
brakes refused to work, On this point the 
evidence of many ‘vho Were injured in the ac- 
cident is to the effect that the trainmen were 
not where they could get at the brakes. At 
the time of the accident at least two conduc- 
tors on the wrecked Madison street train were 
violating the rules of the company by col- 
lecting fares while passing through the tun- 
nel. While the cars are on the inclines the 
orders are that conductors shall suspend the 
collection of fares and stand at the brakes 
ready fo. action in emergencies. It is well 
known to patrons of the tunnel lines that 
these rules are constantly ignored.

same time it destroys the force of the story 
to the effect that a large combination of pack- 
ers and cattlemen had been made with the in- 
tention of remodeling the sugar schedule so 


"as to secure from Germany the repeal of her | 


retaliatory legislation against American meat. 
The sugar bill was brought up in the Senate 
by a trick. The Nicaragua Canal bill had the 
right of way, and Senator Gray of Delaware 
secured recognition ostensibly to speak to the 
subject. Instead of that, however, he advo- 
cuted the sugar biil as it was reported 
last summer from the Finance com- 
mittee. This was not, by any 
means, a free sugar measure, but smply 
deprived the trust of its differential duty of 
one-eighth of a cent per poundon refined 
sugar. When the vote was taken the popgun 
bill was beaten, there being only twenty-three 
yeas to twenty-seven nays. The Republicans, 
without exception, voted against the bill, and 
they were joined by Blanchard of na, 
the special representative of the ar plant- 
ers, as wellas by Allen, Kyle, and Peffer, the 
Populists. To the opposition was also added 
Roach of North Dakota, who, although a 
Democrat, voted with the Republicans and

OFFERS A REMEDY FOR HOG CHOLERA. 


Special Specific Is Presented by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry. . 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 12.— With esti- 
mated losses of between 510,000,000 and 
$25,000,000 from hog cholera and swine 
plague in the United States, the discussion of 
the treatment and means of prevention of 
these diseases in a bulletin issued by the Ag- 
ricultural Department is of great value to 
the farmers of this country. The Bureau of 
Animal Industry has been conducting an ex- 
haustive investigation of this subject, and 
finds the agents which destroy the germs of 
one of these fatal diseases are also effective 
in the destruction of the germs of the other. 
Both are spread by infection, and their 
course varies from one day to three 
weeks. Both are caused by bacteria. 
The germs of hog cholera, says the report, are 
very hardy anid vigorous, while those of the 
swine plague are very delicate and easily de- 
stroyed. Tho latter are found to be present 
in practically ail herds of swine, but the 
former must be intr 
herds. The most efficient remedy tried by 
the Ae agents is the following:. 
Wood-charcoal, sulphur, sodium sulphate, and 
antimoay sulphide, one pound each; um 
chloride, sodium bicarbonate, and sodium 
hyposulphite, two pounds each, These are to 
be completely pulverized and mixed, and 
a daily dose of a la tablespoonful 
each 200 .poun weight of 
given. The medicine used 

also as a preventive of these diseases. It 
should be put in the feed of the whole herd. 
To insure successful treatment the animals 
should be kept in dry and comfortable quar- 
ters away from drafts of air. Five or six 
months should be allowed to elapse after an 
outbreak before new hogs are purchased or 
any of the old herd are sold. The report rec. 
ommends a rigid quarantining of newly- 
bought hogs and the prevention of their join- 
ing those already on farm for at least six 
weeks. Dur warm months of the 
year the swine should have plenty of young

WILL HELP IN RECLAIMING ARID LAND. 


The Reservoir Bill Likely to Prove of 
Great Importance. 
Wasuinetos, D. C., Dec. 123.—The bill 
concerning the entry of land for sites for res- 
er voirs. gravel pits, and pipe lines, which was 
yesterday agreed to in the Senate, is consid. 
ered of vast importance by the representatives 
of the Western States and Territories, who 
consider that it will materially increase the 
facilities for the reclamation of the arid lands 
of that section. The provision in the bill of 
most general importance is that authorizing 
any citizen or association of citizens or any 
ditch or water company to acquire lands 
from the government suited for reservoir 


purposes at a price not less than $2 per acre. ' 


t is provided that when the lands so acquired 
are mineral in character the patent shall not 
authorize the purchaser to export mineral 
from them, but that all such mineral 
shalt be reserved to the United States. 
Another provision ie that “The privileges 
granted by the act shall not be construed to 
interfere with the control of the water for ir- 
rigation or other pur poses under the laws of 
the State or Territory wherein the lands are

THE POOLING BILL PASSES THE HOUSE. 
The bill to stop competition and to legalize 


| pooling by railroads has passed the House by 


a vote of 164 to 110 and has gone to the 
Senate. It will be sent to Cullom’s commit- 
tee and will remain there in soak until after 
the Legislature acts on the question of the 
Senatorship. Then Cullom will trot it out 
and a desperate effort will be made to pass it. 

Whether it will be successful depends 
largely upon the sincerity and firmness of 
those who say they are against killing com- 
petition among the railroads, There are in 
the Senate an unusually large number of men 
who are personally interested in railroad cor- 
porations. But much of the time of the ses- 
sion will have to be taken up with the uappro- 
priation bills and it debate is unlimited the 
fate of the pooling bill is not certain. But a 
deperate effort will be made to force it 
through the Senate. 7 

The railroads are confident of its passage 
and think that before spring comes they will 
be busily at work making pooling arrange- 
ments, There will be a number of these. The 
country will be divided. into several pooling 
districts and the roads belonging to each one 
will proceed to figure out the percentage of 
the total receipts from tne pooled business 
which each road should receive. The rates, 
as they are at the time of the making of the 
agteement, may be left almost undisturbed 
tor a short time. Each agreement will be 
submitted to Bill Morrison and his colleagues 
and will be ratified by them as a matter of 
course. 

Apparently everything at first will be love- 


5 But the large shipper.“ who has been 


continually seducing the railroad freight offi- 
cers in the past; accordmg to their confes- 
sions, will continue to practice his influentiai 
wiles. He will irresistibly tempt, the rail- 
roads will reluctantly yield, and he will get 
his rebates as at present. As a consequence 
of this work one road will have an increased 
amount of business. Then it will call for a 
revision of the pooling arrangement, alleging 


| that as it has more work to do it should have 


a larger share of the receipts. 

This will necessitate a new pooling agree- 
ment, giving a larger percentage to one of 
more roads and smaller percentages to others. 
But the roads which are to be cut down er 
not raised will not consent to the new agree- 
ment unless the freight and passenger rates 
are raised so that their incomes will be as 
large as before or a little larger. They know 
that if they do consent to a new arrangement 
without higher freight rates the new law 
will force them to live up to their bargain. 
If they are guilty of the offense of competing 
and reducing rates to get more business they 
will be taken into court and fined and pun- 
ished for so doing. 

Therefore the new pooling arrangement will 
be based on higher transportation rates. They 
may not be very much higher at the first 
raise. There will be.no desire to excite the 
hostility of the people by large advances at 
first. ‘“*Hasten slowly will be the motto of 
the pool roads. So there will be moderate 
additions to charges at the outset, which if 
times happen to be good will not be seriously 
oppressive. And Biil Morrison & Co. will 
give their consent without much urging. 

The big shippers. however, will continue to 


rates the greater the pressure for rebates and 
the small shipper will be: discriminated 
against worse than he is now. 

Presently there will be another rearrange- 
ment of pool percentages, and for the same 
reason as before given that will be accom- 
panied by another advance in charges on the 


public. But what will the Inter-State Com- 


mission be doing all this time? Simply find- 
ing out what the roads want done, and saying 
“yes” to it. Having done nothing in the 
past for the dear people the commission can- 
not be expected to do anything for them in 
the future. : 

‘The new state of affairs will be very pleas- 
ing to railroad managers and Eastern stock- 
holders, The owners of watered stock wili be 
delighted when they see that paying dividends 
which never was paid for. The selling value 
of the speculative third and fourth mortgage 
bonds will advance handsomely. The stock 
market, especially of the water, will be 
lively, and the brokers will congratulate 
themselves on. “the improvement in busi- 
ness” which Congress has caused by stopping 
competition and legalizing pooling. 

But the people will have an uneasy feeling 
that somehow their burdens are growing in- 
tolerably heavy. They did not notice the 
additions of a few gunces at the times when 
they were made, but suddenly it will occur to 
them that they are now overweighted. The 
farmer will perceive that it is because of the 
heavy railroad charges he has been getting so 


will see that they are paying too much for all 
the articles they consume. compared with the 
home cost because the enhanced railroad rates 
are too high and because producers and con- 
sumers are being forced un der Judge Brewer’s 
decision to pay dividends on billions of stock 
which represent nominal not actual paid in 
capital. 

Finally, there will be a political uprising 
far more formidable than the Granger one 
of twenty years ago.

It will repeal a law which killed 
railroad competition and made him the 
guardian of the rights of the people, and it 
will force the roads back where they were 
before the repeal of the anti-pool law. They 
will have to yield. Everything does when 
the people are in earnest and insistent. 

But it would be much better for the masses 
if they would attend to these matters in ad- 
vance. The classes are looking after theirs 
at this time. The railroad men are working 
vigorously for this bill, for they know it 

will be big money in their pockets. The

In any plan that is adopted there should be 
a specific provision that the national banks 
should be made and held responsible for the 
redemption of their own notes in good money, 
otherwise what would the government gain 
by the change? And that redemption ought 
to be in gold whenever the holder of the notes 
wishes to receive gold in exchange for them. 
Withovt this there would not be sufficient 
security to the noteholder unless as it was 
furnished by the government, and the osten- 
sible object of any plan that is approved by 
the administration is to lift from the govern- 
ment the weight of responsibility which now 
is pressing hard and more than once has 
threatened to cause a collapse of the whole 
financial system to the 50 cent on the dollar 
basis. . 

If all the currency obligations of the gov- 
erhment were funded, and the bonds issued 
against it were used as the basis for a nation- 
al bank circulation to an amount not exceed- 
ing their face value, those bonds to be depos- 
ited in the Treasury, the government could 
afford to guarantee the full redemption in 
gold of all the notes so issued, With any- 
thing short of this it would be unwise for the 
government to give a guarantee which might 
involve a heavy loss on the whole people to 
be made up in the shape of increased taxa- 
tion, while the absence of such guarantee 
leaves to the note holders a wide margin of 
non-protection, something like that from 
which the whole people would suffer if the 
government should refuse to honor the 50

DISCRIMINATING AGAINST CHICAGO. 

Chicago wholesale merchants and the Chi- 
eago Freight Bureau are making out a etrong 
case against the railroads which connect this 
city with other points in the State. At the 
meeting of yesterday they submitted letters 
to prove that they had lost customers owing 
to the fact that the rates at present charged 
for the transportation of freight locally in 
this State are in nearly every instance great- 
ly higher than are the rates charged by the 
railroads in the States of Ohio, Indiana, and 
Michigan for equal distances, by reason of 
which the merchants and shippers of adjoin- 
ing States are enabled to reach Illinois terri- 
tory over longer distances at lower rates than 
Chicago merchants and shippers. 

It is stated that the rates nuw charged for 
the transportation of freight locally within 
the State of Illinois are in most cases the 
maximum freight rates named in the sched- 
ule of the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners; also that traffic within Ohio, Indiana, 
Michigan, and other States east of Illinois, 
and between all points in said States and all 
points in Lilinois, is governed by the -official 
classification, which as a rule is a lower 
classification than those of Illinois or other 
Western States. The merchants claim that 
the classifications in this State ought to be 
reduced so as to allow them to compete on 
equal terms with those of other cities in the 
States named. ; 

The railroad men in attendance at the meet- 
ing seemed unwilling to argue the matter, 
claimmg that they had not been given suffi- 
cient time to prepare. But one of them said 
the Central Traffic Association is wrestiing 
with a scheme for revision, and another said 
the discrimination complained of is in large 
part due to the cut rates inaugurated by com- 
panies doing through east ana west trunk line 
business. The statement was made outside 
that the companies which carry grain and live 
stock by routes which pass south of Chicago 
bid for return freight, preferring to take it at 
low rates rather than haul empty cars back 
to points in the West. But this is only a sec- 
ond end solution of the difficulty. It is noto- 
riots that shippers of grain and live stock by 
these lines get rates with which shippers.to 
Chicago cannot compete, so that our business 
suffers in bath directions by the action of the 
railroad companies, — 

The story is an old one, but none the less 
painfully interesting to men who seek to do 
business between this city and points in the 
West. The railroads charge full freight rates 
on all business to and from this city, except 
perhaps in the case of a few favored firms, 
who get the advantage of rates as low as, if 
not lower than, those charged to the majcrity 
of shippers along the competing lines out- 
side this city. ‘* Chicago rates are main- 
tained has been a standing statement for 
years past, and they are valorously held up by 
the railroad companies with little regard to 
the ability of the average merchant here to 
compete with the Western men who offer 
grain to the East and Eastern men who offer 
merchandise to the West, at prices · based on 
notoriously wide cutting of rates on business 
that is to go around Chicago. The Commis 
sioner of the Chicago Freight Bureau has

Speaking of the report that if the present 
Congress does not pass a satisfactory currency 
bill the President wili call a special session of 
the new Congress the New York World says: 
There is one sound general reason and several 
special reasons why such a call would be in or- 
der. It is an anachronism that a new Congress 
does not meet until more than a year after its 
election. Ina government of the peopie the will 
of the people should be given effect as quickly as 
possible. A delay that was necessary before the 
days of railroads and the telegraph is out of date 
now. Eng.andis mach more democratic than 
this country in responsiveness to the popular 
verdict. : 

This is what TT. „un has. been saying 
for years. There was me reason at an early 
day why a new Congress should not meet 
speedily after election. The outgoing Con- 
gress, had attended to the appropriation bills, 
and it was assumed that there would be no 
urgent legislation which it would not look 
after. There did not seem to be any necessity 
tor one Congress meeting immediately after 
another had adjourned. Generally speaking, 
there was no necessity for a great many years 
after 1800. 

The times have changed, however. The 
people think and act more rapidly than they 
did. When they have voted in favor of a cer- 
tain policy they no longer are satisfied to 
wait a year for Congress to meet and carry 
out that policy. It strikes them as absurd 
that men elected in November, 1894, and 
charged with a certain mandate, cannot pro- 
ceed to obey orders until thirteen months 
a ve passed by. They want a change. 

The law should be modified so as to provide 


for the meeting of a new Congress in March. 


If there is nothing for it to do then it can ad- 
journ, But there always will be something to 
do nowadays. The new Representatives al- 
ways will do to Washington with special in- 
structions from their constituents regarding 
something which needs immediate attention. 

If Congress did meet in March there would 
remain still the frightful absurdity or worse 
of a, Congress legislating for three months 
after it has been repudiated by the people. 
That will last until there is some gross abuse 
of power on. the part of a Congress which has 
been condemned by the people. Then the 
latter will take the matter in hand and will 
put a stop to that abuse. , 


OLEOMARGARINE VERSUS BUTTER. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has rendered a decision in the Massachusetts 
oleomargarine case which affirms in the 
broadest terms the power of a. State govern- 
ment to protect its citizens against fraudulent 
imitations of articles of fagd. The opinion of 
the court is that itis within the power of a 
State to exclude from its markets any com- 
pound manufactured in another State which 
has been artificially colored or adulterated so 
as to cause it to lock like an article of food in 
general use,and the sale of which may, by 
reason of such coloration or adulteration, 
cheat the general public into purchasing that 
which they may not intend to buy. The 
Constitution of the United States does not 
secure to any one the privilege of defrauding 
the public.“ 

Some people connected with the manufact- 
ure of butterine in this city are quoted as 
saying if the States take advantage of this de- 
cision it will close the market against the 
product and affect the price of cattie. Either 
cattle would have to be sold more cheaply or 
meat cost more to the consumer if the manu- 


facturers of butterine were unable to find a 


market for the 90 million pounds of that ma- 
That is an 
awkward way of stating the case, because it 
will allow some people to draw the unfounded 
inference that nobody would knowimgly buy 
dutterine for his or her own use and that the 
consumption of the article cannot be pro- 
cured except by a cheat. . 
If this were true the States ought to rul 

out the fraud. It is the duty of their govern- 
ments to protect the citizens from ali kinds 
of cheating, and certainiy not less so in re- 
gard to food, drink, and drugs than to other 
things. But ie it so? It must be admitted 
that in the earlier days of its manufacture 
here butterine was pushed into use by selling 
it for butter, and that probably its consump- 
tion now would be far less extensive but for 
that fact. Yet it surely ought to be able to 
stand on its own merits by this time. The 


have profited by fraud in the past. ; 

The use of butterine is so well established 
that it is assured of an extensive consumption 
by people who would know they were not eat- 
ing butter. And if not it should not be sold 
at all. There is no more right or reason in 
forcing it upon people who suppose they are 


to 
paying for butter than in obliging them to — e . tha Cho Gant oth 


consume pork or coffee when they think 
they are paying for beef or tea and much pre- 
fer the latter. Honesty ought still to be the 
best policy, as it was in the good old times, 
or was supposed to be. The industry which 
cannot flourish except by wholesaie fraud on 
the community has no right to flourish at all, 
and it is especially desirable that fraud be not 
allowed in tne articles which people take into 
theirstomachs, The butterine men should 
see to it that their product is offered to con- 
sumers on its oon merits, as an acceptable 
substitute for butter, but not for butter itself, 
and till they come out fairly and squarely with 
that policy they hardly have a right to complain 
it some of the legislation intended to prevent 
fraud bears upon them a little more heavily 
than they think is iair. 


THE TUNNEL DISASTER. 

Tuesday evening about 6 o’clock a Madison 
street cable train, consisting of one car and a 
trailer, while passing through the Washington 
street tunnel, was run into by a Milwaukee 
avenue train, which had become unmanage- 
able, Before the passengers who saw the 
danger of collision could save themselves the 
one train crashed into the other. Two per- 
sons were killed outright and over twenty 
were more or less seriously injured, some of 
them so severely that they may be maimed 
for life. Though several accidents have hap- 


pened in the La Salle and Washington street | 


tunnels this is the worst in the records of 
street car travel in this city. 

The investigation of this disaster is now in the 
hands of a Coroner’s jury. and that investiga- 
tion should be thorough. It should include 
not alone the immediate causes which led up 
to this loss of life but an examination of the 
methods of the company in accommodating 
its patrous during the crowded hours of the 
day's travel, the regulations under which con- 
ductors and gripmen work; und to what ex- 
tent the company uses its rollmg stock in 
accommodating the public. The testimony 
will doubtless show that both these trains, 
the cars of which are intended to carry about 
twenty-five peopie each, were carrymg be- 
tween seventy-five and a hundred each. 

This has been the case from the beginning. 


The inside of the cars between seats is dense- 


ly crowded with strapholders. Both plat- 


} forms ate packed like sardines, some hang- 


ing on to the lower step by a single foot. In 


case of sudden accident it follows, as a mat- | 
ter of course, that only those on the outer 
| edge of the crowd can get off in time. This 
was the case in this accident. Had the cars 


not been so crowded the list of casualties 
would have been greatly reduced. 


in the tunnel, it becomes a matter of diffi- 
culty for the gripman to recognize the signal 
of danger. Apparentiy this was the case in 
this disaster, for though the gripman: of the 
rear train, when he found it had become un- 


manageable, sounded his bell loudly and rap- 


ly, it evidentiy was not heard by the gripman 
in front, or, if it were. then he was grossly 
careless in not increasing his speed even on 
the sharp downegrade. The conductor has 
charge of the car and the brakes, Asa rule 
he begins his collection of fares While in the 
tunnel. Under such circumstances how can 
he have proper charge of his car? How can 
he uttend to brakes? Even if he were on the 
platform how could he do it in the midst of a 
densely packed crowd? 

The primary cause of this fearful accident 
is the overcrowding of cars. That more acci- 
dents of this kind have not occurred on these 
steep grades is well-nigh a miracle. The Cor- 
oner’s investigation, therefore, not only should 
cover any possible carelessness or neglect on 
the part of conductors and gripmen, but it 
should inquire into the responsibility of a 
company which packs people into its cars like 
hogs, for no other reason, apparently, than 


that once offered by one of the officials that 


it was the people holding on to the straps and 
wedged together on the platforms that ena- 
bled the managers to pay dividends, and be. 
sides, this makes it impossible for conductors 
properly to perform their duties, and refuses 
to employ sufficient help for the safe running 
of cars. The Coroner’s jury should make 
thorough work of its investigation, and the 
matter should not end there. It is time for 
the courts to act if the matter is brought be- 
fore them, and for the Council to act without 
waiting for any one to thake complaint. The 
disaster Was an unnecessary one. It would 
not have occurred if trains were run with due 
regard to safety. Some one should be made 
to suffer,

SUSTAINS THE ILLINOIS OBNTTRAL.

But power 
to declare a nuisance does not go to the ex- 
tent of giving the City Council the right to 
declare a nuisanve anyth that is nota 
nuisance; in other words, power 
has no effect if erroneously exercised. 
The Council certainly has not power to say 
that certain turnstiles alone constitute a nui- 
sance, Ik the Council had said certain 
turnstiles, describing wem, are declared to be 
a pease and shall not hereafter be erected 
within' the City of Chicago, that would have 
resented a different question. But if the 
ity Council maintain that the turnstiles: in 
use at the time the ordinance was passed, and 
having been in use for some time prior thereto 
constituted a nuisance, there must be some 
judicial ascertainment of that fact before they 
can order a removal.

Importance of the Case. 


The Van Leuven cases are regardeg as 
among the most important that have Mer 
come before the United States Court in Iowa. 
The investigation that has been carried on by 
the officers of the government, according to 
their theory, reveals the following condition 
of affairs: George M. Van Leuven for many 
years conducted a large business as a pension 
claim agent at Lime Springs, Ia. He was him- 
seit a soldier in an Iowa regiment, and soon 
after the war took up the business of prosecut- 
ing claims for pensions in connection with his 
regular business of druggist. His pension 
business grew until it extended well over the 
Northwest, occupying his whole time and ne- 
cessitating the employment of five or six ex- 
pert clerks, The suspicion of .the Pension 

fice. was aroused in regard to his methods 
of doing business by cireumstances which 
came to light in connection with the 
claim of % Minneapolis soldier. Spe- 
cial Examiner E. F. Waite, stationed 
at Minneapolis, made an investigation 
of his methods in the spring of 1893, by di- 
rection of the Commissioner of Pensions, the 
investigation beginning just at the close of 
Gen. Raum’s administration of the Pension 
Office, In the course of the investigation Mr. 
Waite came into possession of a large num- 
ber of papers from Van Leuven’s office. 
Among tne papers were documents which up- 
peared to show that Van Leuven maintained 
irregular and corrupt relations with several 
Boards of United States Examining Surgeons, 
and his methods of prosecuting claims were 
shown to be such that the Pension Office 
deemed it necessary to thoroughly overhaul 
nearly all — claims in which he was at- 
torney, and many admitted claims which had 
been allowed upon evidence filed by him. 


Grand Jury Indictments,

sent 1,000 of Van Leuven's cases for investi- 
gation. In the course of the investigation 
alleged criminal offenses on the of Van 
Leuven and others were developed, for which 
alarge number of indictments have been 
found by Federal grand juries in lowa and 
Minnesota charging conspiracy to bribe 
Boards of ExaminingSurgeons, the filing of 
false and forged affidavits in pension cases, 
and other violations of pension laws. Indict- 
ments also were found at the same term 
against Dr. George Kessel of Cresco, Ia., Sec 
retary of the Board of Examining Surgeons in 


that city, and against Dr. Austin Pegg of 


Ossian, Ia., Secretary of the Board of De- 
corah, Ia., who has since died. These physi- 
cians were charged with accepting bribes and 
presenting to the Pension Bureau false cer- 
tificates of medical examination of Van 
Leuven’s clients, 

Van Leuven has been for years a promi- 
nent figure in Iowa political and Grand Army 
of the Republic circles. At the beginning of 
President Harrison’s administration he was 
recommended for the office of Commissioner 
of Pensions. Hi practice of attending re- 
unions of | veterans and other gatherings 
throughout the Northwest has given him a 
very large acquaintance. Dr. Kessel. the in- 
dicted 5 of the Cresco board, is one 
of the most prominent physicians of Howard 
County and is Mayor of the City of Cresco, 
his townspeople manifesting their confidence 


in his integrity by reélecting him by an in- 


creased majority. 

As a result of the investigation of Van 
Leuven's business thus far conducted the 
pensions of many of his clients have been re- 


duced and some have been dropped from the | 


pension roll. However, the great majority of 
the pensioners whose cases have been inquired 
into by the Van Leuven Commission have 
been left undisturbed... In some instances 
their pensions have been increased It is un- 
derstood Commissioner of Pensions Lochren 
regards the Van Leuven trials as among the 
most important ever conducted at the in- 
stance of the Pension Bureau.
